main aims the collection of information on credit trading, and 

the census report, which has just been published, gives a sub- 
stantially complete picture of credit advanced on consumer goods. 
What is chiefly of interest is the composition of credit transactions 
as revealed by the census rather than their magnitude, since they have 
expanded very rapidly since 1957; changes since 1957 are shown in 
the following article in this issue, which presents the monthly statistics 
up to June of this year. 

Information about credit transactions was obtained at the census 
fom retailers and from other organizations who provide credit, 
namely finance houses and check traders. The check trading system, 
which enables a customer to buy goods from a retailer in exchange 
for a check and pay the check trader by instalments, is explained 
more fully later in this article. The bulk of the credit advanced on 
consumer goods other than motor vehicles is, in fact, provided by 
retailers themselves, the amounts provided by check traders and 
finance houses (on goods of this kind) being relatively small. The main 
business of finance houses relates to motor vehicles, and they also 
provide some finance on hire-purchase agreements to industry and 
commerce, and to farmers. 

In making their census returns, traders were allowed to give 
figures for their business year when that was not the calendar year, 
so that the totals given here do not relate exactly to the year 1957 (or 
to December 1957); the actual figures for the calendar year are, how- 
ever, unlikely to be materially different. 


Instalment Credit Sales 


The figures for retailers’ instalment credit sales (excluding motor 
vehicles) are summarized in Table 1 below.

If the value of checks issued by check issuing houses is included, 
the total value of sales on instalment credit terms (£677 million) 
amounted to just on 9 per cent. of total sales of goods by retailers 
in 1957. This figure includes all sales in respect of which an arrange- 
ment was made at the time of purchase for the customer to pay by 
instalments after receiving the goods, whether the agreement was 
written or not, and whether it was made with the retailer or with a 
finance house. It excludes ordinary weekly, monthly or quarterly 
account sales, and those ‘club’ sales where the goods are paid for in 
advance.

Household Goods 


It is, of course, household goods and clothing which form the bulk 
of retailers’ credit sales. ‘Total sales of household goods by all retailers 
in 1957 amounted to about £1,150 million, of which a third was sold 
on instalment credit terms. Within the household goods group, the 
proportion of furniture and bedding and of radio, television and 
electrical appliances sold on instalment credit terms, was even higher — 
about a half in each case. Large multiple traders sell a much higher 
proportion of household goods on credit terms than independent 
traders. Nearly 80 per cent. of multiples’ furniture sales, and nearly 
three-quarters of their sales of radio and television equipment, were 
made on instalment credit terms in 1957. 


Retailers were asked in the census to give separately figures for 
hire-purchase and for other instalment credit sales. Not all traders 
were able to make this distinction and the separate figures for credit 
sales other than hire-purchase are therefore incomplete. Even so, 
for household goods as a whole, about a half of all instalment credit 
sales were reported to have been made under credit sale arrangements 
other than hire-purchase. For retailers classified to the household 
goods group the proportion was only a third, but large sales of house- 
hold goods on instalment credit terms other than hire-purchase were 
also made by mail order houses and other firms classified to the general 
group (heading 7 in Table 3). The proportions are probably rather 
less. since the ending of controls over these transactions; the control 
did not apply to credit sale agreements of less than nine months’ 
duration, with the result that this kind of agreement tended to take 
the place of hire-purchase during the period of control. Since the 
ending of control in the autumn of 1958 credit sale agreements have 
probably declined in importance. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Clothing and footwear sales in 1957 are estimated at £1,435 million, 
and sales on instalment credit terms amounted to over £190 million, 
13 per cent. of this total. To this should be added a large part of the 
total of £60 million for sales against checks - most of the checks 
issued by check traders are exchanged for clothing, footwear and 
household textiles. 

Nearly all retailers’ sales of clothing on credit were made on credit 
terms other than hire-purchase, and a large proportion were made 
by two special kinds of trader — credit traders calling on customers 
and mail order houses. 

The credit trader, who calls each week on a ‘round’ of regular 
customers, taking orders for goods supplied on credit and collecting 
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the instalments due, sells mainly clothing and soft household good. sum 
There were 3,194 such traders in 1957, most of them independey 
traders, though there are a few large multiple retailers trading jy 
this way. £61 million out of their total sales of £96 million wep 
clothing and footwear, almost wholly sold on credit terms. 

This is an old established form of trading whose sales are probabh 
less liable to sharp fluctuations than hire-purchase sales. In 195 
credit traders’ sales were, however, about double the figure reporte 
in the 1950 census, whereas total sales of clothing increased by onh 
about a third. 


Mail order trading had grown even more rapidly since 1950, 
about two and a half times its value then. About half of this trade is jp 
clothing and footwear, by far the greater part of which is sold 
credit; credit sales of clothing and footwear by mail order houses jp 
1957 are estimated to have been about £55 million. 

Substantial sales on instalment credit terms were also made } 
clothing shops (£34 million) and by co-operative societies (£26 million) 
about 40 per cent of whose instalment credit sales consisted of cloth.

Credit Provided 


The total amount of credit outstanding at the end of 1957 on good 
sold by retailers was £514 million. 

Of this total, only 10 per cent. was provided by finance house 
(after adding in the amount outstanding on agreements they had 
discounted for retailers), 3 per cent. by check traders, and the re. 
mainder by retail traders themselves. Of the credit provided by 
retailers, two-thirds was instalment credit and one-third consisted 
of balances outstanding on weekly or monthly accounts, etc.

Short- and Long-Term Credit 


The form of credit having the shortest duration is that extended 
by retailers on customers’ accounts. For co-operative societies, these 
debts amounted to only 1 per cent. of sales in the year, but for other 
retailers they averaged about 2 per cent., or about one week’s sales. 
The percentage was higher for department stores (5 per cent.), and 
higher still for household goods shops, if their sales on instalment

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variations in trade which may have affected the relationship between’ 
sales and the amount outstanding. 

Mail order houses appear to grant credit for a somewhat similar 
length of time. The amounts owing to them at the end of the year 
ymounted to between 13 and 14 weeks’ credit sales at the 1957 rate. 
Since repayment is made in respect of each item by regular instalments 
over a period, the average period for which credit is extended would 
be rather less than twice this figure — rather less since mail order 
sales Were increasing rapidly during 1957. (Somewhat similar con- 
siderations apply to the corresponding ratios for hire-purchase and 
credit sale transactions discussed in the next paragraph; but here — 
because in many cases substantial initial down-payments were made 
in 1957 —the average period for which credit was extended would 
probably be more than twice the period calculated by relating credit 
outstanding to credit sales in the year.) 

Hire-purchase and credit sale agreements generally extend for 
longer periods, which were largely determined in 1957 by the statutory 
controls then in force. Different repayment periods were specified 
for different classes of goods, and the effect of this is seen for example 
in the fact that amounts owing to gas showrooms at the end of the 
year Were more than double the value of instalment credit sales in the 
year, Whereas for dealers in furniture the corresponding proportion 
was only about two-thirds, and for radio and electrical shops only 
about a quarter (see Table 3). 


Finance Houses 


The finance houses covered in the census were those institutions 
which specialize in providing credit on hire-purchase and credit 
sale agreements. From the census results, it appears that in 1957

this was not combined to a significant extent with any other kind 
of business, other loans outstanding at the end of the year having 
amounted to only £5 million out of a total of £276 million. This 
may partly be because, where a finance house formed part of a larger 
group, the business of financing hire-purchase, etc., was carried on 
by a separate company, and only this company was included in the 
census. 

With finance houses are included a few manufacturers of consumer 
goods who provide finance in a similar way for the sale of their own 
goods. 

Agreements are arranged through the trader who has made the 
sale, but he is not a party to the agreement, which is made between 
the customer and the finance house. In some cases, agreements 
between a retailer and his customers may subsequently be discounted 
by the retailer with a finance house under arrangements usually known 
as ‘block discounting’; there were £15 million outstanding on dis- 
counted agreements at the end of 1957. Apart from their mention at 
the end of Table 4, agreements dealt with in this way are included 
among the credit transactions of retailers, and not of finance houses. 


Census returns were received from all finance houses who could 
be traced — 1,501 in all. The few who were omitted — principally 
companies which were not operating from the registered address 
last recorded — almost certainly account for not more than {1 million 
of credit. The difference between the census figure of 1,501 and the 
figure of 1,227 contained in the report of an earlier inquiry relating 
to 1956 (Board of Trade Journal of April 11, 1958, page 842) is to be 
explained by the tracing of additional finance houses rather than by a 
growth in numbers between 1956 and 1957.

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themselves, roughly three-quarters related to motor vehicles, 14 per 
sent. to consumer goods, and the remaining 10 per cent. to industrial 
ind farm equipment, etc. Of the credit provided on cars, etc., more 
is advanced on second-hand vehicles than on new ones, and the 
greater part goes to individual customers rather than to business 
frms; even so, it is apparent that of the credit outstanding at the end 
of 1957 on agreements made by finance houses, a substantial part — 
thaps something like 40 per cent.—- was extended to businesses 
ind not to private individuals. 

It is believed that almost all credit for the sale of motor vehicles 
is provided by finance houses, but no measurement has been made 
of any that may be provided by the motor trade, which was not 
included in the 1957 Census of Distribution. Some motor traders, 
o far from extending credit to their customers, themselves borrow 
fom finance houses, and the balances outstanding on agreements 
made by motor traders to finance their dealings amounted to £24 
nillion at the end of 1957; these balances are probably near their 
peak at the turn of the year. 


On consumer goods other than motor vehicles the amount out- 
standing was £35 million. This figure includes the greater part of 
the amounts outstanding on credit sale agreements as distinct from

hire-purchase agreements (£20 million out of £22 million outstanding 
on all credit sale agreements). 


Check Trading 


The check trading system operates in the following way. The check 
trader enters into an agreement with retailers in the areas in which 
he operates, under which the retailer agrees to supply customers of 
the check trader with goods at cash prices up to the total amount 
specified on the ‘check’ or ‘ticket? which the check trader issues to 
the customer. The check trader supplies his customers with a list of 
tetailers prepared to accept his checks as cash. 


Checks are issued to the customer, usually in multiples of ten 
shillings; the customer pays a service charge, usually known as 
‘poundage,’ of a shilling in the pound, and repays the face value of 
the check or ticket to the check trader in weekly instalments of a 
shilling in the pound. The instalments are collected from customers 
in the course of weekly visits by the check trader or his agent. 

Checks are, for the most part, given in exchange for clothing and 
household textiles. The customer may expend the whole value of

the check on one purchase or may, in some cases, use only part of 
its value in one shop and the remainder at another. At the end of 
each month each retailer who has sold goods against checks issued 
by a check trading company renders an account to the check trader 
and receives from him a settlement equivalent to the cash value of 
goods supplied against checks, less a discount or commission in 
accordance with the agreement which has been made. 


The census figures cover 721 check issuing houses. Some individual 
retailers make use of a form of credit trading in which a customer 
is issued with a check which can be exchanged for goods in the issuing 
store only, but they are not included. The check traders dealt with 
here are those who provide customers with facilities for buying goods 
from other traders. Some of them are themselves engaged in retail 
trade, but in general the issuing of checks is their main business. 


The total value of checks issued in 1957 was £60 million, of which 
only {1-4 million was accounted for by checks exchanged at the check 
trader’s own shops. The amount outstanding at the end of the year 
was £17 million. 


The Census and the Monthly Statistics 


The different components of credit assume very different degrees 
of importance from those shown, for example, in Table 2, if 
what is in question is not the amount of credit outstanding at a par- 
ticular date, but the extent to which it has changed over a period — 
which is generally of greater economic significance. The monthly 
credit statistics have concentrated on that part of credit business which 
is judged to be most volatile, namely, the hire-purchase and other 
instalment credit business of household goods shops and finance 
houses; these together account for most credit business in durable 
goods. Thus, clothing is not included in the monthly statistics, but 
most of the change in the volume of credit business since 1957 has 
probably taken place in the durable goods sector. 


The monthly statistics of retailers, which are based on the trade 
of a sample of voluntary contributors, were concerned with the 
following amounts outstanding at the end of 1957 for instalment 
credit:

These figures may be compared with the corresponding totals in 
Table 3. Durable goods not covered by the monthly statistics probably 
accounted for instalments outstanding in the region of £40 million 
at the end of 1957, mostly owing to businesses classified as variety 
and other general stores. This latter group of businesses, which 
includes general mail order houses and general credit traders calling 
upon customers, does a substantial amount of trade in clothing; hire- 
purchase agreements play only a small part in their credit business. 
The monthly statistics do not cover amounts outstanding to retailers 
on weekly or monthly accounts, which are probably fairly stable, or 
the business of check traders, which is mostly concerned with 
clothing. 

The census provides for the first time a firm basis for the monthly 
estimates relating to retailers. It shows that the instalment credit out- 
standing to retailers covered by the monthly series has been over- 
estimated, the figure of £192 million at the end of 1957, based on 
the census, comparing with an estimate in the monthly series of 
£227 million. The latter estimate was derived from the census of 
1950; but this census did not provide information on the volume of 
credit business and the estimate was therefore based on the change 
since 1950 in the retail business of the voluntary sample of retailers, 
in conjunction with information relating their credit business to their 
total business. 


The monthly statistics also cover the hire-purchase and credit sale 
business of finance houses (other than their discounting arrangements), 
that is, armounts outstanding at the end of 1957 of £256 million 
(Table 4). The monthly estimates for finance houses are based on a 
special inquiry into the business of all known finance houses at the 
end of 1956, and the corresponding figure for the end of 1957 in the 
monthly series (£257 million) agrees well with the census.

scope for expansion in consumer credit in this country. At the end 
of 1957 the census figure of consumer credit outstanding in this country, 
including credit for cars, was £13 per head, or 4 per cent. of personal 
disposable incomes. These figures include substantially all forms of instal- 
ment and non-instalment credit except bank advances; if personal and 
prefessional bank advances, only a part of which are consumer, are 
added the figures become respectively £19 per head and 6 per cent. of 
personal disposable incomes, but the true figures would lie between £13 
and £19 per head, or between 4 and 6 per cent. of personal disposable 
incomes, 


It is estimated from the monthly statistics that by the end of June, 
1959 consumer credit has risen to between £17 and £26 per head, or 
between 5 and 8 per cent. of personal disposable incomes. These 
are minimum estimates for there has probably teen some expansion 
in the sectors of consumer credit which are not covered by the monthly 
statistics and whose growth is not allowed for in these estimates. The 
most nearly corresponding figures for consumer credit in the United 
States, which are perhaps slightly wider in scope, were $260 per head, at 
the end of May, 1959 (£92 at the current rate of exchange) or 
14.5 per cent. of personal disposable incomes—practically the same as 
at the end of 1957. 

From these comparisons it is clear that there is considerable scope 
for a long term expansion in consumer credit in this country. Cars are 
an important factor in these comparisons—on!y about 25 per cent. 
of new cars are bought on hire purchase in this country whereas in 
the United States over 60 per cent. are bought unjer various forms of 
credit. 


Current Trends 


Hire purchase and other instalment debt owed to household goods 
shops and finance houses has been accelerating in growth recently, 
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although not quite so fast as was previously estimated. The increase in 
June is now estimated at £34m. (previously £37m.), compared with 
increases Of £32m. in May and £26m. in April. 


_When hire purchase controls were removed in October of last year 
hire purchase credit at first rose very sharply and debt grew at a high 
rate. The expected tendency for the rate of growth in debt to diminish 
as repayments mount has been masked in recent months, and is likely 
to be masked in other reriods of this year, by budget and seasonal 
influences. The peak period for car sales usually stretches from March 
well into July and this year has been stimulated both by exceptionally 
fine weather and the budget cuts in purchase tax. The purchase tax cuts 
have also stimulated sales of other goods, and concessions in income 
tax have put more money in people’s pockets from June onwards. 
Looking to the future, a peak period for buying durable household goods 
usually develops in the autumn and it seems likely that, apart from 
some check in the holiday period, the monthly growth in debt will 
be substantial for most of the rest of this year. 


But repayments continue to take up a higher and higher proportion 
of people’s outlay on hire purchase and by early next year, if not 
before, the growth in debt is expected to diminish markedly and the 
level of hire purchase sales to drop back. 


In June, as was to be expected, there was little sign of a slackening 
in credit business. Credit sales of furniture shops were 47 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier (45 per cent. in May) and of the hardware 
group of shops, which sell refrigerators, washing machines, cookers, 
television. sets, cvcles etc. were 72 per cent. up (68 per cent. in May). 
New business of finance houses was 70 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier (although the comparison is with a quiet month in 1958 )after 
the check to business in May, when it was only 48 per cent. up. Most 
goods, but particularly used cars and motor-cycles, contributed to this 
resurgence in finance houses’ business.

General Notes to Tables 


The absolute estimates of new business in the base month, July 1957, of the index numbers, 
which had previously been published at the foot of the tables, are being omitted until the 
Statistics have been re-based in detail on the 1957 census of distribution. 

Table 1 gives estimates of hire purchase and other instalment debt owed by customers to 
household goods shops and finance houses. Household goods shops in these statistics include 
the household goods departments of co-operative societies and department stores. Not all the 
debt owed to finance houses is owed by consumers; some is owed by businesses and farmers. 

_ The estimates of debt owed directly to household goods shops relate to agreements entered 
into between customers and retailers. Most of these agreements are entirely financed by the 
retailers but a small proportion are subsequently discounted by finance houses (outstandings in 
agreements discounted for retailers by finance houses at the end of 1957 were £15 million); 
ate el case the amount owed by the customer is included in the estimates of debt owed to 

The debt owed directly to finance houses comprises only the debt on agreements entered into 
between customers and retailers or dealers. These agreements are usually made through the 
intermediary of the retailers. Included with finance houses are some manufacturers and whole- 
salers engaged in financing the sale of durable goods. 

Table 2 shows the trends in hire-purchase and other instalment credit sales (however 


financed) of household goods shops. Sales are measured at the retail value of the goods, 
including deposits. 

Table 3 shows the relationship between the instalment credit sales and the total retail sale 
of the shops concerned. 

Table 4 shows trends in the amount of new credit extended each calendar month by finance 
houses on hire-purchase and other instalment credit agreements financed directly by them, 
that is, agreements which they enter into with hirers, including retailers’customers. This 
business does not include agreements made between retailers and their customers which hav 
been lodged by them with finance houses for discounting. The credit extended by finance houses 
is the credit price of the goods less deposits and includes credit charges. Up to January 1958, 
the statistics for finance houses generally included motor dealers’ stocking agreements but after 
February 1958 all finance houses were asked to exclude these agreements from the statistics, 

New credit extended by finance houses for furniture and furnishings, radio, television, 
musical instruments, domestic appliances and cycles, that is, for household goods, are a par 
of the value of goods sold on credit by household goods shops (Table 2). 

Table 5 shows the average value per agreement of new hire-purchase and other instalment 
credit extended each month by finance houses for the various categories of vehicles. A single 
agreement may cover more than one vehicle.

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Official British Display in Queensland 


A BRITISH PAVILION containing a prestige display of British 
industrial products formed part of the Queensland Centenary Show 
which was opened by Mr. John Vaughan Morgan, Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, on August 13. The Minister is on an official visit to 
Australia. The exhibition, which was open for eight days, was also 
inspected by Princess Alexandra who is visiting Australia in connection 
with the Queensland Centenary Celebrations. 


Title of the British display, which covered an area of nearly 3,000 
square feet, was ‘Britain Salutes Queensland.’ Exhibits included a 
Rolls Royce jet engine, a working industrial television circuit, models 
of an atomic power station, and the P. and O. liner ‘Canberra’ that 
automatically answered questions about itself over a telephone; and 
a pair of remote handling manipulators that are used by British 
scientists to handle radioactive substances. 


Separate counters in the British Pavilion dealt with trade and 
tourist inquiries. A supporting British atomic energy display opened 
in the Brisbane City Hall on August 10. Window displays of British 
products were organized by stores throughout the city. 


Mr. David Muir, Queensland Agent General in London, and Mr. J. 
Ivan Yates, Chairman of the British Council of the Australian Associa- 
tion of British Manufacturers, recorded messages for broadcast in 
Brisbane in connection with the event. 


London Week in San Francisco 


LONDON city, county and borough flags will fly alongside Union 
Jacks and Stars and Stripes in San Francisco in October, where a 
‘London Week,’ sponsored by the British-American Chamber of 
Commerce and Trade Centre in that West Coast city, supported by 
the British Travel and Holidays Association, the Dollar Exports 
Council, and the British Consulate General, is to be held. Object of 
the ‘London Week’ is to promote British trade in the expanding San 
Francisco Bay area. 


Apart from British manufacturers’ trade exhibits in the city’s 
department stores, London’s cultural, entertainment and _ historical 
features will be an added attraction. 


Lloyd’s are featuring an historical display based on the origins of 
marine insurance; a replica of Whitbread’s well known London 
public house, “The Sherlock Holmes,’ will be set up in one of San 
Francisco’s leading hotels; and a City of London policeman will be 
‘on duty’ in the city throughout the week. 


Britain’s motor industry will be represented by a cavalcade of 
British cars and plans are being made for ‘Miss London’ to ride 
around the city in a London taxi and to take part in some of the 
social and other events, which will culminate in a London Week 
ball to be organized by the San Francisco English-Speaking Union. 


Restrictions on Import of Butter from Dollar 
Area Removed 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that from August 13 restrictions 
on the import of butter from the dollar area will be removed. The 
Open General Licence has been amended accordingly. 

Notes: 

1. Butter is already admitted without quantitative restriction from 
the Relaxation Area, i.e. Western Europe and certain other non- 
dollar countries. Government policy on the removal of discriminatory 
import restrictions, maintained for balance of payments reasons, was 
explained when, on May 28, the liberalization of imports of a wide 
range of dollar consumer goods and foodstuffs was announed (see 
Board of Trade Journal dated May 29, 1959, page 1244). 

2. Imports of butter from Eastern Europe are permitted under 
quotas. 

3. Copies of Amendment No. 2 to the Open General Import 
Licence will be available shortly from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 


Introduction of Insured Air Parcel Service to Spain 


THE Postmaster-General announces that air parcels for Spain may 
now be insured. The general conditions of the existing service for the 
insurance of parcels sent by surface routes will apply except that 
the maximum insured value is £55. Full particulars may be obtained 
at any post office. 
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Scottish Industries Exhibition 


THE BIGGEST general trade fair to be held in Britain this year — 
the third Scottish Industries Exhibition — will be opened by Princess 
Margaret at Kelvin Hall, Glasgow, on September 3. This ‘shop 
window of Scotland,’ which attracted one million visitors including 
trade buyers from some 100 countries to the 1954 exhibition, will 
feature products from more than 220 Scottish firms. 


About 100 industries will be represented, and the range of exhibits 
extends from agricultural machinery to woollens, shipbuilding to 
jet engines, electronics to sewing machines and jewellery to scientific 
instruments. Only materials manufactured in Scotland will be 
featured. 


Special facilities have been arranged by the exhibition management, 
under the chairmanship of Sir Robert A. Maclean — he held the same 
office for the 1949 and 1954 exhibitions — for trade buyers. These 
include _ secretarial, interpreter, postal, banking and _ telegraphic 
Services. 
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5th Anniversary of British-Swedish 
Chamber of Commerce 


A TRADE PROMOTION programme in London and the provinces has 
been arranged to mark the fifth anniversary of the British-Swedish Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Sweden. On September 22, the fifth Annual General 
Meeting and Banquet will be held at the Fishmonger’s Hall, London, 
E.C.4, under the presidency of Bruksdisponent Nils Danielsen (formerly 
head of the Uddeholm company). The tollowing speakers have been 
invited to attend: Sir David Eccles, President of the Board of Trade; 
M. Gunnar Haggléf, Swedish Ambassador in London; Mr. Marcus 
Wallenberg, Vice-Chairman of Stockholm’s Enskilda Bank: and Sir 
Harold Wernher, Chairman of the Electrolux and Ericsson Telephone 
companies. 

On the following day a joint Marketing Conference is being arranged 
with the Federation of British Industries. The Chamber plans to fly over 
many of its Swedish members as well as leading Swedish industrialists 
and importers. They will explain the importance of Sweden’s role as a 
trading partner to the United Kingdom, the size and nature of the 
Swedish market, and suggest how British suppliers can improve their 
share of Swedish imports. Swedish exports to Britain will also be 
covered, notably by the showing of a Swedish film. The London pro- 
gramme will be followed up by lectures and trade consultations in 
industrial centres elsewhere in England and Scotland. 

Recent economic developments have resulted in intensified trade 
contacts between the two countries, and renewed investigation of market 
possibilities that has greatly increased the work handled by the Chamber. 
There are now 942 members, two-fifths of whom are British firms. 


New Controller for Northern Region 


Mr. K. G. SILLAR, the Board of Trade Controller for the Northern 
Region, will retire from the public service on August 27 next. He will 
be succeeded by Mr. R. Wood, of the London Headquarters staff of 
the Board of Trade. 
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Provisional Figures of United Kingdom 
Trade in July 


THE RISE in both exports and imports in the second quarter of 1959 
continued in July. United Kingdom exports in July were £287°8 
million, £36 million more than in June and 54 per cent. above the 
monthly average for the first half of the year. Imports were £353 
million, £21 million more than in June and 10 per cent. above the 
monthly average for the first half of the year. Re-exports were £9°3 
million. 

The excess of imports, c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, f.o.b., 
was £55-9 million, £14 million less than in June but nearly £19 
million more than the monthly average for the first half of the year. 


United Kingdom Exports to North America in July 


UNITED KINGDOM exports to North America in July were £51-6 
million, £6-7 million more than in June and 13 per cent. above the 
monthly average for the first half of the year. Exports to the United 
States were £31-6 million in July, nearly £2 million more than in 
June and 7} per cent. above the monthly average for the first half of 
the year. Exports to Canada were £20 million, nearly £5 million more 


than in June and 23 per cent. above the monthly average for the first 
half of the year. 


Four Agreements Removed from Register of 
Restrictive Trading Agreements 


THE BOARD OF TRADE on July 30, under Section 12 of the Restric- 
tive Trade Practices Act, 1956, gave four directions to the Registrar 
of Restrictive Trading Agreements authorizing him to remove from the 
Register all the particulars of the following agreements: 
(i) between the members of the Pit Tub and Mine Car Manufacturers’ 
Asscciation, 
(ii) between 12 manufacturers of Sodium Hypochlorite solution, 
(ili) between the British Constructional Steelwork Association and 
the Central Electricity Generating Board, 
(iv) between the members of the Ornamental Pottery Association. 


Section 12 of the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, provides 
that the Board of Trade may, upon the representation of the Registrar, 
give directions authorizing him to remove from the register of restric- 
tive trading agreements particulars of agreements which appear to the 
Board of Trade to be no substantial economic significance. In accord- 
ance with Section 12 (3) of the Act the Board of Trade laid before 
each House of Parliament a statement on the subject. 

Note : 

1. The agreements to be removed from the register relate to the 
following matters :— 

(i) tubs and cars. The standard form of contract to be used when 

supplying the Coal Board. 

(ii) sodium by lorite. Rebottling customers will be supplied only 
if they observe an undertaking not to rebottle in containers 
marked with any indication of food or drink, or of a shape 
associated by the public with particular brands of food or drink. 

(iii) B.C.S.A. and C.E.G.B, The method by which contract price 
adjustments shall be calculated. 

(iv) Ornamental Pottery. The method by which subscriptions to the 
Association shall be fixed. 


2. The only previous direction under Section 12 of the Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act, 1956, was given by the Board or Trade to the 
Registrar of Restrictive Trading Agreements on January 29, 1959, 
authorizing him to remove from the register certain particulars con- 
tained in an agreement between members of the British Constructional 
Steelwork Association. 


Amendments to Performing Right Tribunal Rules 


RULES amending the Performing Right Tribunal Rules, 1957, were 
published on July 9. They are entitled the Performing Right Tribunal 
(Amendment) Rules, 1959 (S.I. 1959 No. 1170) and came into 
operation on July 13. 


The amending rules make certain minor alterations in the procedure 
to be followed on references to the Tribunal. Copies may be obtained 
from H.M. Stationery Office at the usual addresses, price 3d. (by 
post 5d.).

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Claims for British Property in Egypt 


IN THE House of Commons on July 29, 1959, the Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Mr. John Profumo, stated in a written answer: 


‘Since the Order in Council of April 6, 1959, which provided for the 
Foreign Compensation Commission to receive and assess the claims in 
question, some 590 claims have been presented and the Commission is in 4 
position to make preliminary assessments in some cases. Her Majesty’s 
Government are anxious to begin to make payments as soon as possible 
and an Order in Council on this subject has been laid before Parliament 
today. It provides for interim payments in respect of assessed claims to be 
made according to a sliding scale. These payments can be made, as soon 
as their claims have been established before the Foreign Compensation 
Commission, to all claimants who have not received loans from Her 
Majesty’s Government. 


“Where, however, claimants have already received loans from Her 
Majesty’s Government, there remains the question of the extent to which 
these loans should be deducted or taken into account in making the interim 
payments. Such loans, like any others, are of course prima facie repayable, 
but Her Majesty’s Government are aware that there may be cases where 
strict insistence on this general right of recovery would create serious 
hardship and inequity between various classes of claimant. They will, 
therefore, be prepared, in cases where my right hon. and learned Friend is so 
advised by an Advisory Board to be set up for the purpose to remit the whole 
or a part of the obligation to repay the loan; and the Order in Council has 
been so drafted as to give Her Majesty’s Government the necessary latitude, 
Sir George Rendel, whose experience in regard to such matters will be known 
to the House, has consented to act as Chairman of this Advisory Board. It 
is also proposed to invite members of the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement 
Board to join this body so that we may benefit from their experience.

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Provisional Estimate of Retail Sales in July 


THE increased activity in retail trade which developed in the second 
quarter following the Budget continued in July. The total value of 
sales is provisionally estimated at 5 per cent above a year earlier, 
which was the average increase shown in the second quarter. Recent 
rice trends suggest that prices in the retail trade sector in July 
probably showed no great change on a year earlier, so it is likely that 
the whole of the increased value of sales was attributable to a sub- 
stantially greater volume. In the second quarter also the volume 
increase Was very substantial, prices being estimated at a little lower 
than a year earlier. 


Separate estimates for individual sectors of trade are not available, 
but thare are indications that sales by durable goods shops con- 
tinued to show a substantial increase on the level a year earlier.

Retail Stocks in June 


THE slight fall in retail stocks in June was significantly less than 
ocurred in June in each of the previous three years and this despite 
the relatively high level of sales in the month. The value of stocks 
at the end of the month is estimated at 5 per cent. above a year earlier 
ss against an increase of only some 2 per cent. for most of the past 
12 months. 


The June figures suggest an appreciable upturn in the trend but 
clearly it is too early on the basis of a single month’s figures to say 
whether a permanent change in the longer term trend is developing, 
even though a reasonable expectation, now that sales are very much 
more bueyant, would be for stocks to begin rising more rapidly than 
they have been doing over the past year.

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Open General Export Licence for Iron and Steel 
Scrap 


AT THE REQUEST of the Ministry of Power, the Board of Trade 
announce that arrangements have been made permitting the con- 
tinued export of specified types of iron and steel scrap.

ton in the following forms: (a) compressed baled material and 
(b) scrap turnings and borings.

Domestic Electrical Appliances Statistics 


THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT has been received from the British 
Electrical and Allied Manufacturers’ Association: 


The Board of Trade is re-organizing its statistical services, and 
as a result many series of figures of the output and production of 
individual domestic electrical appliances will no longer be colleeted. 
The Board of Trade consider that the primary interest in these detailed 
statistics now rests with the industry and recently suggested to the 
British Electrical & Allied Manufacturers’ Association that they 
should make arrangements to take over their collection. 


BEAMA has, therefore, undertaken to provide this service on 
behalf of the whole of the Domestic Electrical Appliance Industry and 
has arranged for Price Waterhouse & Co. to collect returns from 
manufacturers and compile from these, statistical totals. Only these 
totals will be passed to the Association and no information regarding 
individual totals or participating firms will be made available to 
BEAMA. In this way the confidential nature of the information 
provided by individual companies will be completely safeguarded, 
and all firms in the industry are, therefore, fully free to participate. 

Contributing firms will be given the results of the inquiry, in the 
fullest possible detail consistent with avoiding the risk of disclosure of 
an individual firm’s business, as soon as they are available; the most 
important figures will be published subsequently. The charge for this 
service is also being borne by BEAMA, and companies outside the 
Association which participate will not be called upon for any contribu- 
tion. 

This action has been taken by the Association, since it feels that 
any break in statistics applying to the Domestic Electrical Appliances 
Industry might have far-reaching results, and this therefore becomes 
an industry problem and not just one applying to the Association. 
The Board of Trade have informed manufacturers already making 
returns to them of the proposed new arrangements. An approach will 
be made to those companies which have signified their willingness to 
participate in the new scheme and to other domestic electrical appliance 
manufacturers known to BEAMA by Price Waterhouse & Co. 


It would be appreciated if any manufacturer who has not heard 
from Price Waterhouse would let them know; they will be given a full 
explanation of the new scheme and the form which firms are asked to 
complete. Their address is 3 Fredericks Place, London, E.C.2. 
Considerable care will be taken to reduce the amount of clerical work 
involved insofar as it is possible to do this without detracting from the 
value of the statistics provided. Manufacturers are urged to support 
this scheme, for unless it is successful, no detailed monthly figures 
will be available in future of the British output of domestic electrical 
appliances in sufficient detail to be useful to the industry. 

Note: The Board of Trade collect statistics for all domestic electrical 
appliances under a single heading on the comprehensive mechanical and 
electrical engineering form. The new arrangements for the collection of 
detailed statistics for individual types of domestic appliances in no way

(1) The wholesale price index numbers are calculated from the output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement of

price movements of some 7,000 materials and products representative 
of goods purchased and sold by United Kingdom industry. The 
‘urrent home market price for a specified material or product is 
expressed as a percentage relative to its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling index numbers for individual commodities 
or groups of commodities, these price relatives are combined in pro- 
portion to the value of sales or purchases in 1954. ‘To facilitate further 
calculation, the indices are given to one decimal place in most cases, 
but small month to month movements have little significance. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include im- 
ported materials and where it is possible to do so the indices of the 


export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices; hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 
(3) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are used 
in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer.

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Prices, Terms of Trade and Volume Index Numbers 
during 1958 


THIS ARTICLE continues the series last published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of January 23, 1959, giving index numbers of (i) the 
trade of the sterling areas as a whole with the rest of the world, and 
(ii) the trade of the overseas sterling area (i.e. excluding the United 
Kingdom) with all countries. 


Trade with Non-Sterling Countries 


The general recession in international trade in 1958 was reflected 
in a decline in sterling area exports to non-sterling countries, the 
value of which fell sharply from the high level recorded in 1957. This 
decrease was particularly severe in the first half of the year — 12 per 
cent. — the rate of decline slowing down to 4 per cent. in the last six 
months. The drop in the value of exports in 1958 was very largely 
due to lower prices, particularly in the case of exports from the over- 
seas sterling area to the non-sterling world which fell in value by as 
much as 13 per cent. below 1957, but in volume only 3 per cent. 

Sterling area imports from the rest of the world were 6 per cent. 
lower in value in 1958, due mainly to lower prices, and there was very 
little change in the volume of trade. The relative parts played by 
changing prices and volume of trade for the United Kingdom and 
the overseas sterling area are shown in ‘Table I based on the index 
numbers of prices, volume and terms of trade in Tables II and III. 


Prices 


The ‘price’ of sterling area exports to non-sterling countries (as 
defined by the unit value index number) during 1958 was 6 per cent. 
lower than a year earlier. Prices of United Kingdom exports declined 
slightly at the beginning of the year and for 1958 as a whole were 
1 per cent. below the 1957 level. Prices of overseas sterling exports 
continued to drift downwards in the second half of the year although 
most of the fall ha d — place by the second quarter of 1958. The 
decline of 11 per cent. for 1958 as a whole compared with 1957 was 
similar to that for aan from the area to all countries, and consider- 
ably greater than the 5 per cent. fall in export prices between 1957 
and 1958 for all non-industrial countries. 

Of the more important sterling commodities, only cocoa showed 
any substantial increase in price in 1958 and this took place in the 
first half. A decline commenced in July but prices in the second half 
of the year were still well in excess of those in 1957. For 1958 as a 
whole the unit value of cocoa exports was over 60 per cent. higher than 
in the previous 12 months. Prices of most other commodities exported 
from the overseas sterling area fell between 1957 and 1958, the out- 
standing movement being a 29 per cent. decline in the unit value of 
raw wool, exports of which normally account for 15-20 per cent. of 
the area’s trade with non-sterling countries. Rubber prices were 
down by 14 per cent. in 1958, although the rate of decline slowed 
down from 20 to 10 per cent. in the second half of the year owing to 
impro\ ed world demand. Lower prices of copper, lead, hides and 
skins and raw cotton also contributed to the general decline in unit 
values. Food prices were, on balance, stronger than those of raw 
materials, but the unit value of tea fell by 7 per cent. 

The decrease of 6 per cent. in the price of sterling area imports 
from non-sterling sources between 1957 and 1958 was due very largely 
to the fall in prices of primary commodities. "The average value of 
non-sterling imports into the United Kingdom fell by 7 per cent. 


during the year as a whole; lower prices of foodstuffs (mainly sugar 
and grain) were the more important factors during the first half of 
the year, while the index was affected mainly by basic materials - 
especially raw wool, timber, metal ores and raw cotton in the July. 
December period. The price index of non-sterling imports into the 
rest of the sterling area fell by 4 per cent. during 1958. Lower prices 
of manufactured goods imported from Europe and Japan accounted 
for part of the reduction, but part was due to lower prices of imported 
raw materials such as Indonesian rubber, oil, Egyptian cotton and 
various imports from China. 


Terms of Trade 


For the United Kingdom, the terms of trade with non-sterling 
countries which had shown a marked improvement in the first half 
of 1958 changed little further in the second half of the year, with both 
import and export prices stable. For the year as a whole they were 
about 6 per cent. more favourable than in 1957. 


The continued fall in prices of primary commodities exported by 
the overseas sterling area, however, was only offset to a small extent 
by the drop in import prices so that the terms of trade of the area 
with the non-sterling world deteriorated progressively throughout 
the vear and were on average between 7 and 8 per cent. less favourable 
than a year earlier. 


On balance, therefore, the terms of trade for the sterling area as 
a whole showed no change compared with 1957. 


Volume of Trade 


The volume of imports into the sterling area from non-sterling 
sources was lower than a year earlier in the second and third quarters 
of 1958, but this was offset by a sharp rise in the fourth quarter, and 
for 1958 as a whole there was no change in volume from 1957. This 
movement was common to both parts of the sterling area. Imports 
into the overseas sterling countries from the dollar area and O.E.E.C. 
countries decreased between 1957 and 1958, but supplies from other 
non-sterling territories expanded. The trend of imports into the rest 
of the sterling area during the later part of 1958 is difficult to determine 
as the recorded fourth quarter figure was unduly high for statistical 
reasons. 


Sterling exports to non-sterling destinations in 1958 declined to 
3 per cent. below the 1957 figure, exports from the United Kingdom 
by 2 per cent. and from the rest of the sterling area by 3 per cent. 
The decrease in overseas sterling exports was mainly attributable to 
a contraction in shipments of raw wool, cocoa, tin, manganese, copper 
and jute goods; these were partially offset by an increased volume o! 
trade in meat, rubber, raw jute and tea. The volume of trade in both 
parts of the area began to pick up in the second half of the year. 


Construction of Index Numbers in Tables II and III 


The term ‘prices’ as used in these indexes means the unit values 
of various commodities or sectors of imports and exports as recorded 
in trade returns. The ‘price’ indices are weighted according to a fixed 
pattern of trade, that of 1953, for each commodity or sector, and the 
complementary volume index numbers are consequently currently 
weighted. The index numbers of import prices for the United King- 
dom are calculated from the trade statistics of this country but for

There are also problems of valuation, 
specially the omission of freight, but there would be valuation difter- 
nces even the index numbers were based wholly on the trade 
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The volume index for the exports of the rest of the sterling area is 
based upon values which exclude the exports of oil from Iraq and 
the Persian Gulf States. 


Trade of the Rest of the Sterling Area with all 
Countries 


The total trade of the overseas sterling area, including trade with 
other sterling countries, showed a similar trend to trade with the 
non-sterling world only. For 1958 as a whole, trade between sterling 
countries recorded a slightly smaller decrease in value than their 
exports to non-sterling countries. The fall in total exports from the 
overseas sterling area to all countries was 11 per cent. compared with 
a vear earlier. Of this figure, 9 per cent. was attributable to lower 
commodity prices, and 2 per cent. to the smaller volume of goods 
exported. The value of imports into the area from all countries fell 
by 5 per cent. in 1958, about half of the decrease being due to falling 
prices. 

Construction of Index Numbers in Table IV 

The index numbers of trade between the rest of the sterling area 
and the world in Table IV differ from the series shown in Tables 
II and III principally in the inclusions of the inter-trade of the rest 
of the sterling area, and of the area’s trade with the United Kingdom. 
Value index numbers relate to the values of total rest of sterling area 
imports and total exports as recorded in ‘Table 4 of the Sterling Area 
Trade Summary (see Board of Trade Journal, May 8, 1959). The 
export index numbers exclude oil exported from Iraq and the Persian 
Gulf States but the series for imports includes deliveries of oil from 
all sources. The price index numbers are essentially unit value series 
base weighted by the pattern of total imports or exports of the rest 
f the sterling area in 1953. The volume indexes are derived by 
dividing the unit value index of imports and exports into the appro- 
priate value index and are consequently weighted by current prices. 


Ui 


The index of export prices is constructed by combining the export 
unit value index numbers of 21 individual sterling countries in pro- 
portion to the value of their exports in 1953; these countries accounted 
for 95 per cent. of the rest of the sterling area exports in the base 
vear. The price index of the rest of the sterling area imports is 
compiled by combining the three following series (based mainly on 
exports to the rest of the sterling area) in proportion to the value of 
the rest of the sterling area imports from the three sectors in 1953: 

(i) Rest of the sterling area import prices from the non-sterling 
area (as given in Table II); 

11) United Kingdom export prices to the rest of the sterling area; 

i) A specially compiled price indicator of rest of the sterling area 
inter-trade. 

The comments on valuation and timing in the notes on sterling 
area non-sterling index numbers apply equally to this import price 
index.

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The Canadian Chemical Industry 


This article is based on a comprehensive report, prepared by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner Service in Canada,

HE CANADIAN chemical industry has experienced prodigious 

growth in the past 20 years. Stimulated by the war and after- 

wards by the huge expansion of Canada’s resource industries, 
its Output has increased from $180 million in 1939 to over $1,200 
million by the end of 1957. Some 54,000 people are employed in the 
chemical industry; nearly 60 per cent. of the industry is concentrated 
in the Province of Ontario and another 30 per cent. in the Province 
of Quebec. Not only has the chemical industry grown in its physical 
size but it has also achieved a substantial broadening of its base. The 
post-war years have also seen an acceleration of the trend to ‘giantism’ 
and a relatively few companies have emerged to dominate the field; 
in basic chemicals, for example, over 80 per cent. of Canada’s output 
is produced by only 16 companies. According to latest estimates, 
28 per cent. of the control of the Canadian chemical industry lies 
with Canadian interests, 54 per cent. with United States interests 
and the remaining 18 per cent. with other countries, principally the 
United Kingdom. 


The continuous additions to capacity, together with replacement 
of capacity occasioned by the rapid technological progress in this 
industry, have demanded a high rate of capital spending. It is estimated 
that $835 million has gone into new plant capacity since the war, and 
of this figure 80 per cent. has been spent since 1950. One phase of 
expansion was completed in 1953 and, after a short period of consolida- 
tion, the industry started again on a yet bigger expansion which 
carried it through 1958. In recent years, chemical companies have 
been spending about $150 million a year on new plant. 

1959 is expected to be a quieter year in the industry. Several 
major projects have been announced, but the pace of advance will be 
slower this year while the industry digests the recent big additions to 
its capacity. But the Canadian market for chemicals is likely to con- 
tinue, in the long term, its striking expansion. Three reasons are 
advanced for this view: 

(a) Canada’s population, which has reached 17} million by the 

end of 1958, is expected to increase to 27} million by 1980. 

(b) Canada’s resource industries, based on abundant mineral, 
forest and agricultural resources, will continue their expansion, 
and development of these industries will depend more and more 
on chemical processes. 

(c) Canada is rapidly developing its secondary industries and as 
this sector of the economy grows, its consumption of chemicals 
is expected to increase greatly. 

The United Kingdom is at present a net importer of chemicals 
from Canada, buying $28-5 million from Canada and selling $23 
million to her in 1957. In the same year Canada bought $253 million, 
or 86 per cent. of her chemical imports, from the United States. 
The major items in Canada’s 1957 chemical import bill were:

A study commissioned in 1957 by the Royal Commission on Canada’s 
Economic Prospects (The Gordon Commission) forecasts that 
Canadian demand for chemicals may reach between $5,500 million 
and $6,500 million in 1980, i.e. five times the present size. Domestic 
production will undoubtedly continue to grow, and the trend towards 
self-sufficiency will be maintained. But several factors suggest that 
imports may continue at a rate not very difierent from the present 
20-25 per cent. of the market. Firstly, research is likely to proceed 
faster in the United States and the United Kingdom than in Canada, 
and there may be a time lag before production of the new product 
becomes economic in Canada. Secondly, the limited market size 
will continue to be a handicap to the domestic manufacture of a 
complete range of chemical products, as will the physical size and

regionalization of the market, which will continue to give the foreign 
producer a freight advantage in certain areas. Finally, there is the 
question of cost of production in plants which will increasingly be 
producing a complex of different chemicals; here the foreign manu- 
facturer will continue to enjoy the benefits of larger scale production. 
Taking the lower estimate for 1980, namely $5,000 million, and 
assuming an import level of 20 per cent., the Canadian market might 
then be worth $1,000 million compared with the 1957 figure of 
$294 million. For the United Kingdom exporter, the prospects are 
open for, on the one hand, an increase from $23 million to $80 
million, assuming that the United Kingdom does no more than retain 
her present share of the market, and on the other hand, the more 
inviting prospect of being able to increase the present 8 per cent. 
share. 


The Canadian industry now spends about $150 million a year on 
new projects, apart from considerable sums on maintenance and repair. 
This rate of spending seems likely to continue, and indeed to increase, 
and presents a big market for the United Kingdom engineering 
contractor and the United Kingdom manufacturer of plant and 
equipment. It is a market in which, so far, the United Kingdom has 
played little part. The Report describes the two distinct buying 
procedures in the industry: 


(a) Where major plant is involved and the client employs an 
engineering contractor; and 


(b) Where the chemical company is undertaking a small plant 
project itself, or where the purchase is for replacement or 
repair, or otherwise within the normal day-to-day buying 
practice of the company. 


Major plant erection. When a chemical company embarks on a 
major new plant, the general practice is to place the task, on a turnkey 
basis, in the hands of a specialist plant contractor. The construction 
contractors are mostly United States firms, with Canadian branches, 
and some are themselves also manufacturers of certain equipment 
(cooling towers, heat exchangers, muffler systems, gas cleaners, 
pulsation dampeners, etc.). For the chemical, petro-chemical and 
petroleum industries these concerns maintain engineering and con- 
struction sales offices across both the United States and Canada. 
They have central engineering and management groups, research 
facilities and pilot plants to investigate specific problems and have a 
permanent construction organization of key personnel (superintend- 
ents, foremen, field engineers and office staff) with broad experience 
in the construction of turnkey plants and facilities. As might be 
expected, these United States concerns are very flexible in their 
Canadian operations, expanding and contracting their Canadian 
branches according to their success in bidding. The client will norm- 
ally invite bids from a small number of contractors, who will undertake 
to hand over the completed plant at a fixed price and on an agreed 
date; sometimes bonus-penalty clauses will be included. 

Other purchasing. ‘The chemical companies are, of course, very 
large purchasers of machinery and equipment outside turnkey con- 
tracts; sales to these companies require only the same technique as 
applies in selling to other industry in Canada. The Report discusses 
the main features of these requirements. ‘The chemical companies 
will not buy at arm’s length when, over the great part of the range of 
their purchases there is abundant supply on offer in Canada; it 1s 
a buyer’s market and the chemical company is accustomed to receiving 
the direct sales approach. ‘The chemical companies will often require 
technical discussion with the supplier; they look for on-the-spot 
answers from salesmen on the simpler points, and rapid answers 
from the manufacturer when more complex points or questions of 
custom equipment are at issue. "The buyer will want to be entirely 
satisfied that spare parts plus immediate service are available in 
Canada. Summing up, the Report says that, in selling plant and 
equipment to the chemical industry, whether directly or through 
turnkey contractors, there is no substitute for regular calling by 
technically qualified salesmen, backed up by good sales literature and 
advertising and by adequate spare parts and service facilities.

United Kingdom and New Zealand 


THF TEXT Of a Trade Agreement between the United Kingdom and 
New Zealand Governments was signed in Wellington on Wednesday, 
August 12, 1959. This text gives formal effect to the provisions of the 
Heads of Agreement between the two Governments which were signed 
at Wellington on November 25, 1958 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
November 28, 1958, pages 1142-3) and which have been m force since 
that rate. It is being published as a Command Paper (Command 830). 


Sweden and Western Germany 


THE SWEDISH Ministry of Foreign Affairs has announced that an 
agreement on trade between Sweden and Western Germany for the 
twelve month period from July 1, 1959, has been concluded in Stock- 
holm. 

Under the new agreement, which is largely the same as the agreement 
for the preceding year, provision is made for increased West German 
imports of Swedish agricultural products still subject to import quotas. 
Because of extended liberalization measures West Germany import 
quotas for certain industrial as well as agricultural products are no 
longer necessary and have lapsed. 

The export of Swedish grain to Western Germany was not included 
in the arrangements as it is governed by a three year grain agreement 
which is valid until July 31, 1961.

Austria and Yugoslavia 


A NEW trade Protoco! between Yugoslavia and Austria was signed in 
Belgrade on April 25, 1959. The Protocol governs the exchange of goods 
between the two countries for the period May 1, 1959, to April 30, 1960, 
and replaces the former Protocol dated November 8, 1957. 

Imports into Yugoslavia include textiles, paper, rolling mill products, 
fine steel, motor vehicle accessories and parts, electrical products, mach- 
inery and retail products. Yugoslav exports to Austria will include maize, 
pigs tor slaughter, chromium ore, asbestos, lead, ferro-allovs and chem- 
ical products. 

The percentage of export earnings from trade 
Yugoslavia may now convert into any 
States dollars, remains at 20 per cent. 


Yugoslavia and Sudan 

THREE economic agreements between Yugoslavia and the Sudan were 
signed in Belgrade on July 18, 1959. The most important — 
of the agreements is the granting by the Yugoslav Government of 
credit of £54 million for the purchase of capital equipment and b= 
by the Sudan. The credit will be used to assist industrial developmen 
1 the Sudan. The agreement on scientific-technica!l co-operation provides 
for an expansion of this kind of co-operation between the two countries. 
A protocol regulating trade and payments was also signed. 


Morocco and Hungary 


THE MOROCCAN Bulletin Officiel of July 17, 1959 published the 
extension of the trade agreement between Morocco and Hungary of 
December 7, 1957, for a further period of 12 months from May I, 1959 
to April 30, 1960. The quota lists attached to the agreement have been 
slightly modified and provision has been made for an exchange of goods 
to a total of 908 million Moroccan francs in each direction.

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Impressive British Display at the Poznan Fair 


by J. H. Lewen, First Secretary (Commercial),

THE 28th Poznan International Fair was held in the historic market 
town of Poznan in Western Poland, on June 7. The fair closed on June 
21, but it is felt that the following report may be of interest to firms 
who may wish to exhibit next year. 

the Poznan Fair is a general trade fair organized on a permanent 
exhibition site some 230,000 square metres in area, with 100,000 square 
metres of actual exhibition space. There are 15 large pavilions, some 
50 smalier ones, and about 40,000 square metres of open exhibition 
area. This year exhibitors from 46 countries took part, compared with 
35 in i958. There were 26 national pavilions and collective displays, 
the remaining exhibitors being housed in international or general 
pavilions. All of the major manufacturing and trading nations were 
represented. 

The biggest single national display, after the Polish, was that of 
Western Germany, housed this year in a hall 7,800 square metres in area, 
and also in extensive outside areas, with a large display, mainly of heavy 
industrial equipment. The United States display was of mainly consumer 
interest, on the theme of Production in the Service of the Consumer. The 
U.S.S.R. had a pavilion devoted largely to passenger cars and other con- 
sumer goods, with some industrial equipment and a model of a space 
rocket. The Chinese Pavilion, on the other hand, placed its main emphasis 
on heavy industry. Czechoslovakia had an impressive display of machine 
tools as well as consumer goods. 

The British Pavilion consisted again of Hall 7 (1,750 square metres in 
area) with adjacent outside space of some 2,000 square metres. The 
Australian Government had for the first time this year a stand inside the 
British Pavilion, displaying Australian raw materials and food products. 
In all thirty three British exhibiting firms exhibited, representing one 
hundred and fifty British manufacturers. The British display was essen- 
tially a practical and businesslike one, that concentrated on equipment 
and materials of value to the Polish economy at its prsent stage of 
development. 

The Board of Trade assisted in co-ordinating the arrangements for 
the British section of the Fair (as it will do again in 1960), in supplying 
part of the material, in negotiating with the Fair authorities for the work 
of erection and in providing an official enquiry stand. The latter was 
manned by the staff of the Commercial Department of the British 
Embassy in Warsaw, and by a representative of the Birmingham 
Engineering Centre, whose collaboration was invaluable, since the greater 
part of the serious enquiries at the Fair were for technical products. 


Some indication of the type of exhibits and the calibre of exhibiting 
firms can be given by the following inevitably sketchy survey. Heavy 
and specialised vehicles were shown by A.C.V., Guy Motors, and Ley- 


land, lighter vehicles by Rootes and Standard Motors, and mechanical 
handling equipment by Lansing Bagnall. Textile machinery of the latest 
type was shown by G. Stibbe and Company, Limited, by Platt Brothers, 
and on behalf of a number of well-known makers, by Brameast Textile 
Machinery Limited. The United Construction Machinery Company had 
an outside display of construction equipment of famous makes. A wide 
range of industrial and aviation equipment was organised by lan Stach 
Limited: electronic equipment and instruments of various kinds were 

displayed by W. G. Pye. Solartron Electronic Group, Kelvin and Hughes, 
and Taylor, Taylor and Hobson. An impressive and popular feature of 
the British display was given by a working demonstration of colour 
television by Marconi. I.C.1., Dunlop, and Guest, Keen and Nettlefolds 
were present with samples of their wide variety of products; Massey 
Ferguson were showing their range of tractors and agricultural umple- 
ments; the vedas Siddeley Group were showing diesel engines and 
generating sets, the Holman Group mining equipment; Guest Industrials 
Limited and Wogau Machinery Limited both had ranges of industrial 
equipment. The Monotype Corporation displayed printing machin 

and Barrow, Hepburn and Gale Limited leather and tanning materi ‘als. 

Other exhibitors were G. H. Kay Ltd., general merchants (electronic 
and rhotographic equipment); Henry Simon Ltd. (milling and other 
machinery): Mona Metals Ltd. (steel _ non-ferrous metals); G. H. 
Hughes Ltd. (chemicals, dves and raw materials); Vistula Export and 
Import Ltd. (E.M.1. sramophone rec th oa equipment); and Cigarette 
Components Ltd. It was interesting to note that the Fair authorities used 
British fork-lift trucks that they had bought after the 1958 Fair. 

The outlook for trade with Poland in capital goods and industrial 
materials is brighter than it was last year. The foreign exchange position 
is somewhat easier, and there is no doubt of the Polish authorities’ desire, 
both to trade in general and to trade with the United Aingdom in 
particular. A number of orders already under negotiation have been 
concluded and some promising new business, particularly in electromic 
equipment, has opened up. The Fair also affords opportunities for 
making contact with the official trading organisations of other East 
European countries. It is hoped that British exhibitors will come back in 
even greater force next year.

IMPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN TYPES OF PAPER BAGS 


Legal Notice No. 294 of 1959 issued by the Kenya Minister for Finance and Development, 
States that in exercise of powers conferred by Item 165 (c) (i) of the First Schedule to the 
Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1958, an import duty of 11% ad valorem is imposed on the followi ing 
types of paper bags: 


(a) Multi-ply paper bags and sacks, including balers of Kraft or waterproof paper. 
(b) Paper bags of the square bottom grocery type and of the satchel and gusseted kinds 


normally used in retail trade at the time of purchase, but not including cellophane and 
Similar bags. 


RHODESIA AND NYASALAND 
Import Control Regulations for 1959 


DETAILS HAVE been received of certain changes in the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland Import Control Programme for the period 
July-December, 1959. Control has been removed from the following 
goods originating from the dollar area: 


Pickles, sauces and chutney, carpets, floor rugs, mats and matting 


including underfelt, lace and embroidery and perambulators and 
baby carts, 


These changes are incorporated in a new Open General Licence 
published as Federal Government Notice No. 182 in the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland Government Gazette of July 10. 

Ladies’ stockings have been added to the list of dollar goods for 
which set amounts of currency are allocated. For the period ending 


December 31, 1959, a currency quota of £10,000 has been established 
to cover this item.

The quotas for piece-goods from Japan for use by clothing manufar. 
turers and textile converters have been increased by £170,000 t 
£670,000 and by £50,000 to £100,000 respectively. 

Except for the few goods, imports of which are controlled from 4 
sources (see list published on page 1319 of the Board of Trade Journg 
of December 19, 1958) and subject to the provisions of any othe 
Federal law, no restrictions are placed upon imports from O.E.E.C. 
or Sterling Area countries. 


Rebate of Duty for Manufacturing Purposes 


Federal Government Notice No. 196 published in the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland Government Gazette of July 24 further 
amends, with effect from that date, the list of industries in the 
Federation enjoying rebates of duty on goods used for manufacturing 
purposes in specific industries (see Board of Trade Journal of August 20, 
1955, pages 448-450). Following are the amendments: 

By the deletion of the heading “Tie Manufacturing Industry’ and 
the substitution therefor of the heading “Tie and Cravat Manufacturing 
Industry’. 


Qualification for Preferential Rates of Duty 


Government Notice No. 197, published in the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland Government Gazette of July 24 amend: 
the regulations governing the qualifications under which manufactured 
goods may enter the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland at 
preferential rates of duty. Rebates of Customs duties may be allowed 
in respect of goods manufactured in a specified country if: 

(a) In the case of goods classified under item 73 (a) or 75 (i) of the 

customs tariff, not less than 30 per centum; 

(b) In the case of printed piece-goods as defined in Note (2) to 
item 76 of the customs tariff and being classified under that 
item of the customs tariff, not less than 30 per centum. 

In the case of piece-goods classified under item 76 of the 
customs tariff, with the exception of printed piecce-goods as 
defined in Note (2) to that item, not less than 50 per centum; 
In the case of the following goods classified under item 119 (1) 
of the customs tariff, namely cables, wires, flexible cords, 
conductors, busbars and similar materials used as conductors or 
in connection with the generation, transmission and distribution 
of electric power, not less than five per centum; 
In the case of goods classified under item 121 of the customs 
tariff, not being enamelled or coated, not less than five per 
centum; 
In the case of brazing alloys, welding electrodes; brass, bronze, 
copper and copper alloys in foil rod, bar slab, pellet, grain, 
block or powder form, classified under item 126 (1) of the 
customs tariff, not less than five per centum. 
In the case of brass or copper tube in the length and brass and 
copper tube in the length, classified under item 134 (f) of the 
customs tariff, not less than five per centum; and 
(h) In the case of goods, other than those mentioned in paragraphs 
(a), (b), (c), (d), (e), (f) and (g), not less than 25 per centum; 
of the factory cost of the goods in their finished condition is represented 
by the labour or the material and labour of the specified country in 
which the last process of manufacture was performed. 

Guods falling under tariff items 73 (a), 75 (1) and 76 are: 

73 (a); towels; towelling napkins; and towelling in the piece. 

75 (1) Piece-goods: canvas, not less than 10 oz. in weight per 
square yard. 

76 Piece-goods, woven, knitted, crocheted or felted not elsewhere 
enumerated 

Note (2) to item 76 of the customs tariff reads as follows: 

(2) Printed cloth means: 

(a) Fabric which has been subjected to any process of 
printing whereby there is printed on it a design or 
pattern covering the whole of the surface of the fabric 
or a substantial portion of it; 
Fabric which has been woven from yarns which have 
been subjected to any process of printing resulting in 
fabric bearing a design or pattern over the whole of its 
surface or over a substantial portion of it. 

For the purpose of this definition the term ‘printed’ 
excludes material printed on the reverse side only and 
material printed on either side with only fugitive colours or 
dyes.

Revised Import Procedure for Liberalized Goods 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of June 30, 1959, published a notice to 
importers announcing the introduction of the import certificate pro- 
cedure for liberalized goods. 

Under the revised procedure import certificates only are required for 
all liberalized products with the exception of the following: 


(1) Imports of goods which are subject to the requirements of a tech- 
nical visa, where the imports certificate must be visaed by the 
appropriate service technique. 

(2) Spare parts having a value of more than 50,000 francs where the 
import certificate must be visaed by the technical committee in 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce. 

(3) Firm orders not exceeding 350,000 francs in value which are nof 
payable in advance, for which Customs simply require an invoice 
on which is certified the country of origin of the goods. 

(4) Imports not exceeding 350,000 francs in value payable by postal 
transfer, this applies only to liberalized goods which are not sub- 
ject to the requirements of a technical visa. 

Under the Import Certificate procedure the Certificate should be sub- 
mitted to an agreed banker together with two copies of the invoice or of 
the commercial contract. The certificate should refer to one consignment 
only, not to an order invoicing successive consignments. 


Import Quota for Felt Hat Shapes 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of July 7 announced that the quota for 
felt hat shapes (quota No. 86) in the list of negotiated quotas for goods 
Originating in and coming from the United Kingdom has not teen fully 
used. Licence applications in respect of this unused amount may be sub- 
mitted to the Office des Charges (3e sous direction) 8, Rue de la Tour des 
Dames, Paris 9e from July 7 onwards when they will be examined as 
and when received.

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Exports of Cotton Textiles Under the 
U.K.-Burma Agreement 


AN AMENDMENT has been made to the payments procedure for cotton 
textiles exported to Burma under the United Kingdom-Burma Agreement 
of January 20, 1959. It has been agreed that for goods which are shipped 
from the United Kingdom alter August 31, 1959, payment will be made 
wholly in the form of raw cotton from the United States, instead of 
partly in raw cotton and partly in sterling as provided for in the original 
procedure, All goods which have been shipped by the end of August will 
be paid for in accordance with the original procedure, details of which 
were published in the Board of Trade Journal on February 6, 1959 (pages 
342-3). Subsequent amendments, which related only to the shipping 
periods for textiles and raw cotton, appeared on April 10 (page 864) and 
June 12 (page 1383). 

For goods shipped after August 31, there is nc change in the arrange- 
ments for the negotiation of contracts and the opening of kyat letters of 
credit by the Burmese importer. The procedure thereafter is as follows. 

When the United Kingdom exporter receives the letter of credit for 
the textiles which he has sold to Burma, he will be responsible for 
arranging for a corresponding value of raw cotton to be imported under 
the Procurement Authorization issued by the United States Government. 
The cotton may be ordered as soon as the letter of credit for the textiles 
is received and may be shipped at any time before the final delivery date 
of the Procurement Authorization, which is March 31, 1960. The value of 
cotton to be imported will be the kyat contract price of the textiles con- 
verted into U.S. dollars at the rate of exchange specified in the Burmese 


letter of credit. There is no restriction on the weight of cotton to be im- 
ported. 


When the exporter has shipped the textiles he will present the appro- 
priate documents to the Chartered Bank together with a draft drawn 
against the kyat letter of credit. If the exporter so wishes, the Bank will 
make a provisional payment of 97 per cent. of the invoice value and will 
charge interest until payment has been received for the raw cotton. 

A final settlement between the Chartered Bank and all the exporters 
participating in the scheme will be made when all transactions in textiles 
and raw cotton have been completed. The settlement would take account 
of interest charges incurred by individual exporters on provisional pay- 
ments and of any special expenses incurred by the Chartered Bank on 
behalf of the exporters as a body. 

Exporters who have already entered into a deed of covenant with the 
Board of Trade in respect of the scheme will be asked to enter into a 
supplemental deed to take account of the amended procedure applicable 
to exports after August 31. Copies of the supplemental deed, and also 
of a revised deed for exporters who have not previously participated in 
the scheme, are obtainable from the Chartered Bank. 

The only changes in the procedure for imports of raw cotton made 
in payment for textiles exported after August 31 are: 

(a) as indicated above, contracts for the cotton may be made as soon 
as the Burmese letter of credit for the corresponding sale of tex- 
tiles has been received; 

(b) the notification of contracts made, which the importer must send 
to the Chartered Bank at Liverpool, should state the dollar value 
of the contract and quote a reference identifying the letter of 
credit for the corresponding textiles sale.

A REPORT outlining a comprehensive ten-year programme of 
economic development has been submitted to the Ceylon Govern- 
ment by the National Planning Council. The report is now in the 
hands of the Government Printer, but in the meantime a duplicated 
copy has been sent to the Board of Trade by the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner in Colombo.

*The Report itself is divided into two parts. Part I is essentially concerned 
with the economy as a whole. The first chapter discusses the long-term 
perspectives against which more detailed planning has to take place. It 
does not deal with the Ten Year Plan itself but describes, in the particular 
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context of Ceylon, the long-term strategy that should guide policies x 
plans for future development. Chapter I1 of Part I presents a comprehengi, 
plan of development for the next 10 years. It indicates the several inte. 
related magnitudes of such a Plan. ‘These magnitudes indicate the gq 
of total investment and its distribution between the several fields of 4, 
economy and between the public and private sectors. The targets of out, — THE U:
